formed a law partners-hip with Zcb. 
A. Stewart, with officer in the Fay- 
ette National bank bnildihg. and will| 
devote his time after June 1 to the 
practice of law. His contract with 
Tran \vlvania expires at that time. 

Coach Park's withdrawal from the 
local athletic World marks the disap- 
pearance of one of its real stars. His 
career in college was sensational in 
three branches of sport, baseball fur- 
lUAtan his best element, while in 
football and basketball he was one of 
the brightest stars at the University 
of Kentucky tor three years. His 
career in professional basehal! begun 
on .May S.., 1911, when, hailed as the 
"boy wonder," he lived up to the rep- 
utation he had made so early by go- 
ing into the box for the Richmond 
club of the P.lue Grass League and 
pitching a no-hit, no-run game 
against the Muysvillo Pioneers. 

Strange to relate, his last frame as 
well as fust in professional baseball 
was ahw a DO-hit, no-run >rame. This 
anti-climax of his baseball career 
came with a no-hit, no-run, no- 
lir.-t base name for the Dmmrigfat, 
Okla.. club of the Western Associa- 
tion against the Fort Smith nine in 

the c l o sing game of the association's 

schedule last summer. 

Park began to arcumulate his "won- 
der boy" titles when he was attend- 
ing tin* Model high school of the 
Richmond State Normal. He finished 
the course there years and played on 
the football, basketball and baseball 
teams each year. He came to the 
University of Kentucky in 1011 and 
made all three teams in his first year, 
lie iras declared ineligible for ath- 
letic work in 1012 and 1013, however, 
on account of his participation in 
the Richmoud-Maysville game that 
\ started his professional baseball life. 

Park had refused to be paid for his 
: B» t f kW in that contest. 

The next year the ban was taken 
off and he went back onto the grid- 
iron, I he court and the diamond. H* 
was caplain of the football and base- 
ball teams of the University in his 
; euior year. In the last football game 
of his college athletic career, the an- 
nual Thanksgiving contest with the 
Tennessee Volunteers in 1914, he 
"broke hi.; right arm and <ft*fl nhaW 
to play bxsketball. 

He joined the Lexington club of the 
Ol io Slate League in the summer of 
1916, won si* straight game.:, aid 
was <?old to the St. Lonis Browns, go- 
ihg to that club on August 23. He 
led the league ia pitching for the re-* 
mainder of the season, winning three 
games and losing none. He also bat- 
Ifed for ail average of .400. The first 
man he pitched to m a major let 
was Hay Chapman, shortstop of 
Cleveland Indians, who was killed -by 
a pitched ball last season.

a hero of St. Louis fans. 

ite was assistant football coach . at >j 
the University of Kentucky in 1915, K 
when the Wildcats lost only ont game. 

Turk spent the next summer with' 
the Browns, but his arm' had gone 
bad, and he failed to continue tc make 
the sensational showing of his first 
year with the majors. He went back 
to the Browns the next year, won one 
game and lost one, and was traded 
to Omaha of the Western League.

Ethel and Mildred, and his 
brother, L. Winnes. of Cincinnati, 
j When the trial opened senti- 
jment in the community was wide- 
Iv divided. Manv persons openly 
e'xpresse'd their belief that T)r. 
W innes did not commit the crime. 
I while others took the opposite 
'view. 

For the evidence in the case is 
wholly circumstantial. The body 
of Miss Parsons was found at the 
of a bluff, beside the trail from 
Dill. .n. Ky., io the school, fifteen 
minutes walk from a slate convict 
camp. Ib-r skull was ettshed and 
the body mutilated by the slayer. 

Miss Parsons had been at her 
her home in Berea and left Dillon 
on September 7. 1020. for the 
school a few minutes before Dr. 
i Winnes. She was on foot and Dr. 
i Winnes road a mute. Miss Par- 
[sons was seen to pass the convict 
camp. This was the last seen of 
her until her body was found two 
days later by a searching party. 

With tho finding of the body an 
investigation was started. This 
resulted in several guards at the 
convict camp being discharged 
for alleged laxtiy. assertions be- 
ing made that convicts were al- 
lowed to roam about the moun- 
tainside at will and unguarded. It 
was asserted that two convicts 
followed Miss Parsons up the 
trail but this was never definitely 
established. 

The investigation apparently 
[was lagging but Mrs. Zande. prin- 
i cipal of the school insisted that 
the slayer be found. The Sep- 
tember s ran ^ jury failed to return 
anv indictments but later Dr. 
Winnes and a convict Were arrest- 
ed and an examining trial held. 
The grand jury on January 11 -in- 
dicted Dr. Winnes, the charge be 
ing based entirely on circumstan- 
tial evidence. 

Dr. Winnes has steadfastly dc 
nied committing the crime and as- 
serts that he became confused re- 
garding the course of the trail 
and that this accounts for time 
during which the prosecution 
maintains the crime was couwnit- 
ted. i?&

'HANGMAN'S TREE' HAD 
QUITE AN HISTORY 

Somebody wrote a nice story in the 
city papers the other day about an 
old tree falling up in the Berea sec- 
tion of this county. Here's the tale:
